Like his big chief, Lieut. Gen>~ 
Omar Bradley, General Eddy 
looks more like a schoolteacher 
than a soldier. He is a big, tall 
man but he 
wears glasses 
and his eyes 
have a sort of 
squint. He 
talks like a 
Middle West- 
erner, which he 
is. He still 
claims Chicago 
as home, al- 
though he has 
been an army 
officer for 23 
years. He was 
wounded in the 

last war. He is not a glib talker, 
but he talks well and laughs 
easily. 

In spite of being a professional 
soldier he despises war, and like 
any ordinary soul is appalled by 
the waste and tragedy of it. He 
wants to win it and get home just 
as badly as anybody else.

When the genera) is in the field 
he lives in a truck that used to 
be a machine shop. They have 
fixed it up nicely for him with a 
bed. a desk, cabinets, and rugs. 
His orderly is an obliging. da:k- 
skinned sergeant who is a native 
of Ecuador. 

Some of his officers sleep in 
foxholes, but the general sleeps in 
his truck. One night, however, 
while I was with his division, it 
got too hot even for him. Frag- 
ments from shells bursting near- 
by started hitting the top of the 
truck, so he got out.

Privacy. 

Usually he stays at his desk 
during the morning and makes a 
tour of regimental and battalion 
command posts during the after- 
noon. Usually he goes to tha 
front in an unarmed jeep, with 
another jeep right behind him 
carrying a machine gunner and 
rifleman on the alert for snipers. 
His drivers say when they start 
out: 

"Hold on, 'for the general 
doesn't spare the horses when 
he's traveling." 

He carries a portable telephone 
in his jeep, and if he suddenly 
wants to talk with any of his 
units he just stops along the road 
and plugs into one of the whvs 
that are lying on the ground. 

General Eddy especially likes 
to show up in places where his 
} soldiers wouldn't expect to :;ce 
*• him. He knows that it helps ^he 
soldiers' spirits to see their com- 
manding general right up at the 
front where it is hot. So he 
walks around the front with his 
long stride, never ducking or ap- 
pearing to be concerned at all. 

One day I rode around with 
him on one of his tours. At one 
command post we were sitting on 
the grass under a tree, looking at 
maps, with a group of officers 
around us. 

Our own artillery was banging 
nearby, but nothing was coming 
our way. Then, lik.e a flash of 
lightning, here came a shell just 
over our heads, so low it went 
right through the treetops, it 
seemed. It didn't whine, it. 
swished. Everybody, .including 
full colonels, flopped over and be- 
gan grabbing grass. The shell 
exploded in the next orchard. 

General Eddy didn't move. He

One In 20 Treated For Mental Disease, 
Says State Hospital Head; Urges Prevention 
Congressman Explains Work Of Institution 



The work of the Norristown 
State Hospital and its Superin- 
tendent, Dr. Arthur. P. Noyes, was 
outlined Tuesday night by Mont- 
gomery County's Congressman, 
Samuel K. McConnell. Jr., of 
Lower Merion, in a talk over sta- 
tion WFIL, Philadelphia. 

McConnell, President of the 
Board of Trustees of the Norris- 
town State Hospital for nearly 
four years, spoke from personal 
■ knowledge of the institution and 
its administrative head. He re- 
signed that post on being elected 
to Congress. 

The over-crowded condition of 
the State institution was touched 
on by Congressman McConnell 
who said there are now 4.400 pa- 
tients in the hospital with 298 
vacancies in the employes' staff. 
Admissions take place only when 
vacancies occur. 

Dr. Noyes' views on mental 
health was emphasized by Mc- 
Connell, who quoted the State 
Hospital Superintendent as say- 
ing. "Too little attention is. paid 
by the public to the importance 
of preventing mental disease", a 
statement backed up by the fact 
that one person in every 20 in 
the United States at some time 
in his life, is a patient in a hos- 
pital for mental diseases and that 



one person in 10 suffers at one 
time or another from a nervous 
disorder which impairs his effi- 
ciency. Draft Board rejections 
for mental and nervous ailments 
were also cited. 

"Much mental illness can be 
prevented and much can be cured 
through early treatment," Dr. 
Noyes maintains. He stresses 
mental hygiene as essential to 
the. development of healthy, hap- 
py and effective personalities. 
Other Noyes views: that most 
mental disease is not hereditary, 
that il; is often caused by unde- 
sirable childhood experiences and 
improper parental attitudes. 

Mental health demands grati- 
fication of the striving for secur- 
ity, companionship, affection, sat- 
isfaction in work' and play and 
attainment of individual develop- 
ment and creativeness in accord- 
ance with one's abilities and re- 
sources, Dr. Noyes believes. - 

Congressman McConnell pre- 
sented some biographical data 
about Dr. Noyes as follows: Bom 
on a farm in New Hampshire, at- 
tended country schools, graduated 
from Dartmouth College and the 
University of Pennsylvania Medi- 
cal School: in general practice 
eight years: chief executive of the 
Boston Psychopathic Hospital 
1917 to 1920: assistant', superin- 



tendent of St. Elizabeth's Hos- 
pital, Washington, D. C. 1920- 
1929; superintendent of the 
Rhode Island State Hospital for 
Mental Diseases, 1929-1936; since 
1936, superintendent of the Nor- 
ristown State Hospital; author of 
a textbook on psychiatry used at 
Johns .Hopkins, Columbia and 
other institutions; member of the 
governing body of the American 
Psychiatric Society; president- 
elect of the Montgomery County 
Medical Society. 

As to the Norristown State 
Hospital. McConnell said: first 
mental patlertt was admitted in 
1880; it is operated by the De- 
partment of Welfare of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania under 
the administrative direction of a 
nine-member Board of Trustees 
appointed by the Governor: its 
grounds comprise 1,000 acres 
with numerous buildings, ma- 
chine shop, laundry, tailoring 
plant, printing plant, blacksmith 
shop and experimental laboratory. 

Recreational facilities include a 
large auditorium equipped with a 
pipe organ, motion picture pro- 
jector and large stage: a baseball 
diamond and a monthly magazine 
edited and published by patients 
called "Pen Pointers".

According to Yeakle the num- 
ber of c.ses originating from local 
residents is about the same as last 
year but the figures have been 
swollen by juvenile cases from 
Philadelphia and other nearby 
counties.

The total cases coming into the 
department for 1943 s first six 
months, however, was 141. as. in 
addition to the 111 delinquents 
and 11 motor violations there 
were also 19 cases of dependent 
children. Added to 1944's first 
six months cases of 152 there 
were 29 dependents, making the 
total number of cases coming 
into the department for the first 
half of this year. 181. While 
counted in the total, dependent 
children come in a different cate- 
gory from the delinquents, inso- 
far' as the juvenile delinquency 
total is concerned. 

For the first six montns of this 
year there was a total of 129 boys 
and 18 girls while for the first 
half of 1943 there were 101 boys 
and 10 girls. The 11 motor vio- 
lations in 1943 were committed 
by 11 boys and in 1944 by six 
boys.

Home Canners Advised How to Avoid 
Deadly Botulinus Poisoning 




"rpnERE is vital need to can'as 
many vegetables as possible as 
well as fruit; but the only safe way 
to can any vegetables, except toma- 
toes, is by correct use of the pres- 
sure cooker," advises Katharine 
Fisher, Director of Good House- 
keeping Institute. "This method is 
the only one which provides the 
hotter-than-lioiling heat that's nec- 
essary to kill botulinus germs which 
may be on any non-acid food you 
can— and that means all vegetables 
except tomatoes. When botulinus 
germs are not killed in the canning 
process, they thrive in sealed jars 
and create a powerful poison. 

"This botulinus poisoning comes 
from bacteria that live in the soil 
and cling to vegetables. Although 
rare, this poison is particularly dan- 
gerous because it usually does not 
change the food's appearance, odor 



or taste. Analyses of soil indicate 
that there is a chance that Uolulinus 
spores may be found almost Any- 
where. Fortunately, they are harm- 
less until they get in air-tight jars 
of canned food." j 

Use Pressure Cooker 

"Correct use of the pressure cooker 
also protects against other types of 
spoilage," Miss^Fisher said. "A re- 
cent national survey showed that 
home canners who put up non-acid 
vegetables by the hot water bath 
method reported a hundred per cent 
greater rate of spoilage than those 
who used the pressure cooker 
method." 

"Never taste to discover spoil- 
age," Good Housekeeping advises 
"All home canned products should 
be examined carefully when opened 
and, if there is any evidence of spoil- 
age, the food should not be used."

Judge Okays Brothers' Deal in 
OPA Ceiling Price Violation Case 



A business-wise judge saved the 
slaughtering firm of A. A. Pusey. 
Inc. 36th St. near Grays Ferry 
Rd., on Monday, when he agreed 
to allow Charles E. Pusey, 63, of 
314 Strathmere Rd., Brookline. to 
serve a prison sentence for violat- 
ing an OPA ceiling, while his 
brother, Harrison. 65, of Bywood. 
managed the business. 

The brothers were under sen- 
tence of 30 days each for OPA 
price violations and both had ad- 
mitted "Yes. we sold 2,000 pounds 
of beef at about 10 cents a pound 
over the price ceiling." But, they 
protested, the cattle they slaugh- 
tered had cost more than the 
OPA ceiling and they could not 
sell at the wholesale price and 
make a nickel. 

When the brothers appeared be- 
fore U. S. Judge J. Cullen Ganey 
on Monday in his chambers, they 
were not particularly concerned 
with 1 the sentence but with what 



would happen to the business 
while they spent 30 days at Moya- 
mensing prison. 

"Well," said Judge Ganey. "I 
don't want to ruin a business, but 
your firm has violated the law — 
willfully or otherwise — and some- 
one must be punished." 

"O. K.," said 63 -year -old 
Charles Pusey, grininng at his 65- 
year-old brother, "I'm the kid 
brother. Let me serve the time 
and let Harrison run the busi- 
ness." 

Judge Ganey agreed. 

But Charles Pusey had one 
other provision: He wanted to 
serve in the Montgomery County 
jail at Norristown. He wanted, 
he said, no part of Moyamehsing. 

Judge Ganey pointed out that 
the Norristown jail only accepts 
prisoners who are sentenced to 31 
days or more. Charles Pusey said 
that made no difference and ac- 
cepted a 32-day sentence.

The general also likes to get up 
at four o'clock in the morning 
once in a while and go poking 
around into message centers and 
mess halls, giving the boys a start. 
It was one of these night mean- 
derings that produced his favorite 
war story. 

It was in Africa. They were in 
a new bivouac. It was raining 
cats and dogs, and the ground 
was knee-deep in mud. The tent 
• pegs wouldn't stay in and the pup 
tents kept coming down. Every- 
body was wet and miserable. So, 
late at night the general started 
out on foot around the area, just 
because he felt so sorry for all the 
kids out there. 

As he walked he passed a sol- 
dier trying to redrive the stake 
that held down the front of his 
pup tent. The soldier was using 
his steel helmet as a hammer, and 
he was having a bad time of it. 
Every now and then he would 
miss the stake with the helmet 
and would squash mud all over 
himself. He was cussing and 
fuming. 

The general was using his flash- 
light, and when the soldier saw 
the light he called out: 

"Hey. Bud, come and hold that 
light for me. will you?" 

So General Eddy obediently 
squatted down and held the light 
while the soldier pounded and 
spattered mud. and they finally 
got the peg driven. Then, as 
they got up. the general said: 

"Soldier, what's your name?" 

The startled soldier gasped, 
leaned forward and looked close- 
ly, then blurted out: 

"Goddelmighty!"

During the Cherbourg Penin- 
sula campaign I spent nine days 
with the Ninth Infantry division 
— the division that cut the penin- 
sula, and one of the three that 
overwhelmed the great port of 
Cherbourg. 

The Cherbourg campaign is old 
stuff by now, and you are no 
longer particularly interested in 
it. But the Ninth Division has 
been in this war for a long time 
and will be in it for a long time 
to come. So I would like to tell 
you some things about it. 

The Ninth is one of our best 
divisions. It landed in Africa 
and it fought through Tunisia 
and Sicily. Then it went to Eng- 
land last Fall, and trained all 
Winter for the invasion of Francs. 
It was one of the American divi- 
sions in the invasion that had 
previous battle experience. 

The Ninth did something in 
this campaign that we haven't 
always done in the past. It kept 
tenaciously on the enemy's neck. 
When the Germans would with- 
draw a little the Ninth was right 
on top of them. It never gave 
them a chance to reassemble or 
get their balance. 

The Ninth moved so fast it got 
to be funny. I was based at the 
division command post, and <ve 
struck our tents and moved for- 
ward six times in seven days. 

That works the daylight out of 

the boys who take down and put 

j up the tents. I overheard one of 

the boys saying: "I'd rather be 

with Ringling Brothers." 

* * * 

Usually a division headquarters 
Is a fairly safe place. But with 
the Ninth it was different. Some- 
thing was always happening. 

They had a bad shelling one 
night and lost some personnel. 
Every now and then snipers would 
pick off somebody. In all the 
time I was with them we never 
had an uninterrupted night's 
sleep. Our own big guns were Ml 
around us and they would fire all 
night. Usually German planes 
were over too. droning around in 
the darkness and making us tense 
and nervous. 

One night I was sitting in a 
tent with Capt. Lindscy Nelson 
of Knoxvillc when there was a 
loud explosion, then a shrill 
whine through the treetops 
over our heads. But wc didn't 
jump, or hit the dirt. Instead 
I said: 
"I know what that it. That's 
the rotating band off one of our 
shells. As an old artilleryman 
I've heard lots of rotating bands. 
Sometimes they sound like a dog 
howling. There's nothing to be 
afraid of." 

"Sure." said Captain Nelson, 
"that's what it was, a rotating 
band." 

But' our harmless rotating bant], 
we found a few minutes later, was 
a jagged, red-hot. foot-square 
fragment of steel from -. 240-mm. 
German shell which had landed a 
hundred yards away from us. It's 
wonderful to be a wise guy. 
High Staff Officers Given Secret

In the early days of the inva- 
sion a whole bevy of high-rank- 
ing Allied officers came to visit 
us — Generals Marshall. Eisen- 
hower and Arnold. Admirals King 
and Ramsey — there was so much 
brass you just bumped two-star 
generals without even begginsr 
pardon. 

Being generals, they know they 
to set an example. Consequently, 
must appear to be brave in order 
a high-ranking general never 
ducks or bats an eye when a shell 
hits near. 

The military ,. police charged 
with conducting this glittering 
array of generals around our 
beachhead tried to get them to 
ride in armored cars. 

But, being generals, they^ said 
no, certainly not, no armored cars 
1 ■ us, we'll just go in open com- 
mand cars like anybody else. 
And that's the way they did go.

New Period 1 coupons now good. 

Shoes — Airplane Stamps 1 and 2, good indefinitely? 
FSA LOANS ASSIST VETERANS 

Farm operating loans have been made to several hundred honor- 
ably discharged service men who had no other source of credit to 
finance food production, the Department of Agriculture announces. 
These Federal Security Administration loans are enabling veterans 
of the present war to lease or buy farm land and to obtain all the 
necessary equipment and facilities needed to start their farm 
operations. 

FOOD ALLOTMENTS FOR FARM HELP 

Farms, ranches and other non-institutional employers of sea- 
sonal workers may now apply for allotments of rationed foods 10 
feed workers hired for 60 days or less, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration announces. Previously, allotments were granted for 30 days 
or less. Farm workers employed for more than 60 days must con- 
tinue to turn in their ration points to their employers for food served 
that requires points. 

UNITED STATES WAR EXPENDITURES 

For the fiscal year, 1944, United States war expenditures were 
$89,900,000,000 as compared with $75,100,000,000 for 1943— an in- 
crease of almost 20 per cent — the War Production Board announces. 
U. S. war expenditures amounted to $199,900,000,000 from July 1, 
1940, through June 30, 1944. 

MANY STATE ROADS NEED REPAIRS 

Many State highways will be in need of repairs and rebuilding 
by the end of the war, according to an Office of War Information 
report, based on data from the Public Roads Administration and 
State and private agencies. At present, the most impressive im- 
mediate program calls for improving 34,000 miles of rural and urban 
highways as recommended by the National Interregional Highway 
Committee. Final action by Congress is pending. 

ELECTRIC IRONS COMING IN FALL 

Of the 2,037,838 electric irons already authorized for civilian 
production, about 99 per cent will be household models, mostly auto- 
matic, and the remainder, commercial models, WPB says. The irons 
will not be rationed and some of them are expected to be available 
in the Fall. 

NEW NON-HIGHWAY GAS COUPONS 

New, non-highway, serially-numbered gasoline coupons, E-2 and 
R-2, are now being issued in strips to farmers and other non-high- 
way users, OPA has announced. The new coupons will be good con- 
currently with the E-l and R-l coupons now in circulation. The 
five-gallon R-2 coupons are printed in blue ink, and the one-gallon 
E-2 coupons, in black ink. While neither of the new coupons is 
good for highway use, the E-2 specifically carries the legend: "Not 
good for obtaining gasoline to propel registered vehicle." 
ROUND-UP 

Under the "corn-for-war" program, War Food Administrator 
Marvin Jones said, "farmers have fouglit the war as truly as though 
on the battlefront," by providing almost 68 million bushels of com 
for the manufacture of essential war materials. . . The 63.637 Mex- 
icans now working on farms in 17 Western States represent the 
largest number employed at any time since the program to use 
Mexican workers was started in September, 1942, WFA reports. 

The first counterfeit among the serially numbered gasoline 
coupons, a B-3 has been picked up by an OPA investigator in Western 
Pennsylvania, and OPA has warned the trade to check coupon en- 
dorsements against license numbers. . . Persons who lose their war 
ration books no longer are required to advertise the loss before re- 
placements are made, OPA says. 

Department of Agriculture scientists have discovered in bright 
or flue-cured tobacco a Valuable glucoside, rutin, that is effective 
in treating conditions arising from high blood pressure. . . Chicks 
produced by commercial hatcheries during the first six months of 
1944 totaled 1,035,471,000 compared to 1,290,316,000 for the same 
period last year— a decrease of 19.8 per cent— USDA reports. . . Of 
the approximately 11,355,000 workers on farms in the United States. 
July 1, those who received wages were paid at the highest rates on 
record, USDA says. 

WPB announces: Wide, new uses of aluminum for essential 
products are now permitted. . . Unlimited use of glass containers for 
the packing of most foods, drugs and health supplies is now per- 
mitted.

Mrs. Ruth T. Bowen, of 309 
Davis Rd., Llanerch, received the 
following letter recently from her 
son, Cpl. Pennock B. Bowen. of 
the U. S. Marine Corps. Cpl. Bow- 
en was graduated in 1941 from 
Haverford High School He en- 
listed in July, 1941, and went over- 
seas last January. 

Cpl. Bowen participated in the 
invasion of the occupation of the 
Marshall Islands and was later at 
Saipan. This letter was written 
following the latter action. 

Dear Mom: 

At last I have a chance to write 
since things have quieted down. 
First of all, I am perfectly all 
right and never got a scratch, al- 
though I had almost hair-line es- 
capes during the 25 bloody days 
of battle. 

We landed around 3 on June 15 
and found the enemy to be in A-l 
condition, and soon every artillery 
piece on the island and every Jap 
mortar was trained on us, and took 
its toll. The Japs gave us repeated 
counter attacks, and for a few 
days the situation was grave. The 
island was figured to take about 
eight days to secure, but instead, 
lasted to 25. 

It rains all the time here. Only 
about two nights have gone by 
without rain. Often you wake to 
find four or five inches of mud 
creeping up on you. Last night 
we had our first meal for we have 
been liv ".g on K and C rations 
ever since we landed. You have no 
doubt heard of Bloody Ridge on 
Guadalcanal, but we have our 
own Bloody Ridge here. 

It is very rugged terrain, and 
the Japs have used it to excellent 
advantage. They had to be blast- 
ed from thousands of caves on Mt: 
Topotchan, and all the rocky 
cliffs. I was radio operator for the 
radio engineers for a few days, 
and saw how they blasted 30 or 
more with TNT from their holes 
cut deep into the lava and coral 
rocks. The roads were all mined 
with 100 pound aenal bombs, bur- 
ied nose up. The jungles were so 
dense, you had to cut your way 
every foot, 



he could lead us to a lot of civil- 
ians who wanted to surrender. Our 
A company sent out a patrol. They 
were ambushed, and only one man 
returned alive. 

I guess you want to know wheth- 
er I got any Japs. Well, I killed 
three. One with my rifle, and two 
with a hand grenade, and I took a 
fourth, also wounded by the gren- 
ade, a prisoner. I was furious and 
wanted to shoot him, but gave him 
a break and marched him to the 
reception committee. 

The Japs have copied every- 
thing they own. Their artillery was 
French 75's, their machine funs 
were copied from the British Bren 
and Lewis guns, their pistols were 
copied from the German Luger 
and the American Browning. Very 
few Jap's 25 calibre rifles have 
been found here on Sipan, in sharp 
contrast to the exclusive use of 
them in the Marshalls. The Nips 
are replacing the 25 calibre with a 
31 calibre, or 7.7 m. m. 

I have a Jap flag which Is burn- 
ed in the center, and sports about 
6 bayonet wounds, and 15 machine 
gun holes. I also have a Jap bay- 
onet belt of a thousand stitches, 
a broken Jap watch, lots of Jap 
money, insignia, and a couple of 
Imperial Marine hats. I also have 
a Jap radio I took from the radio 
station on Mt. Topotchan, but I 
doubt if you'll ever see it. 

'Bye for now. I'll write when I 
get a chance.
